j Association is not alone a frieud of prisoners. 


Sho has passed her lifo, which is not a short 
one, in performing deeds of charity and 
boncficenco for all classes of her fellow men. 
Tho ignorant have 
enlightened through 
vised by her. 
A letter lately received from 


poor freedmen 
down South pronounces 


blessings on her head. A friend who has 
known her for many years, says ho once 
saw this daughter of a lamented Rhode 
Island 
statesman 
and 
scholar lugging 


through the streets of Newport a bag of 
bread to be given away to poor and hungry 
persons. Placing this Christian and refined 
lady of proud Rhode Island lineage at the 
head of a movement having for its object 
tho special blessing of prisoners and tho 
general purification and uplifting of soeieiy, 
evidently means work. 


Tho Prisoner's Aid Association was organ- 


ized two years ago under happy auspices. 
Rev. Dr. Wines, whoso life has been for 
many years devoted to prison reforms, deliv- 
ered a lecture in the House, which awakened 
a lively and widespread influence. 
Upon tho 


declination of tho former president of the 
society, two weeks ago, Mrs. Sophia L. 
Lit- 


tle, of NcvvpOift, Vvfia CiiOsC'ii prO.sident. 
No. 


better appointment could have been made. 
Her name and character nro a tower of 
strength. Her warm sympathies havo long 
boon enlisted for tho prisoner, innocent or 
guilty, good or bad, incarcerated or set at 
liberty. 
She claims him as a fellow mortal 


bound to appear at a tribunal whore 110 mis- 
takes can be made. 
She proclaims him, do- 


spite his weakness and sine, a child of 
God, 


au heir of immortality, ami demands for him 
a treatment in accordance with this funda- 
mental idea. It remains to be seen whether 
our citizens, old and young, male and female, 
will unite with her iu carrying out such 
measures as 
aro 
imperiously 
required. 


Though still strong in faith sho can no long- 
er carry about bags of bread. 
Such burdens 


may now fittingly rest on other shoulders. 
Her example, however, cannot but speak and 
oporatu on uihers tin an incentive to go and 
do likewise. 


She sees here a field of labor comparatively 


unoccupied. Though much has been done to 
: 


improvo the condition of our prisons and in- 
struct and save our prisoners, sho maintains 
that tho work is but begun. 
Higher and 


stronger moral forces may bo brought to 
bear. 
Our system of criminal and penal 


administration needs rivival and re-adjust- 
ment. 
Changes aro nomnnded—not alone 


for the good of prisoners, but for the puri- 
fication of society. 
As a mere matter of 


economy—not to speak of higher motives— 
the state, wo think, would gain by maintain- 
ing an agent whose duty it should be to collect 
criminal statistics, become acquainted with 
the naturo, wants and destination of released 
prisoners, furnishing them needed aid in 
finding employment; and, 
above all, attend- 


ing our criminal courts to defend and 
pro- 


tect the innocent while leaving tho guiltv to 
reap tho reward of then1 iniquity. 


In tho absence of this action on the part 


of the state, tho Prisoners' Aid Association 
propose to enter this field find give such a 
practical illustration of their plan ns shall 
ultimately lead to its sanction nud adoption 
by tho government. 
They depracate the 


idea that our whole or chief duty is to im- 
prison criminals, and then just rc-leaso them 
after they Imvo served their time in prison. 
This course may be according to the statutes 
but it does not correspond with tho moral 
law as set forth in the New Testament. 
It 


neither comes up to the requirements of 
Christ, nor is it economical, for whatever 
promotes morality and virtue enriches as 
well as purifies and ennobles; as also what- 
ever tends to corruption impoverishes as 
well as debases and degrades, and surely it 
requires no prophet to toll the effect of im- 
prisoning human beings, compelling them 
to work for tho state and then sending them 
forth with strengthened propensities lo evil 
to prey upon society as bandits, gamblers, 
swindlers and outlaws. 


Italy and other 0^1111.riw nro suffering; un- 


der this system, and already wo see it hero 
on a limited scale. 
On the othor hand, by 


restraining, instructing and reforming crim- 
inals wo dry up fountains of evil and 
con- 


servo tho best interests of society. 
Tins, 


then, is the part of wisdom and our duty as 
a people isplain to bo seen. 
To promulgate 


theso ideas and engraft them in ft practical 
way into our system of criminal jurispru- 
dence is certainly an object worthy of our 
united and persevering efforts. 
It cmi bu 


capacity of men to got work out of others, 
We have seen a email farmer fret over his 
ono hired man, 
frequently changing his 


workmen, and finally resolving never to hiro 
another, do what work he could himself and 
lot the rest go.

Who says that 


"ten acres are enough" for a person of such 
executive ability. 


Whether the farm should be large or small 


will depend also somewhat on tho branch of 
farming pursued. 
A dairy farm 
must nec- 


essarily be larger than one designed 
for 


fruit and vegetables. 
A large dairy cannot 


be compressed into a few acres, while almost 
any amount of (labor can be expended on a 
small truck farm. 
Near a city, or wherever 


real estate is high, it would bo folly to run 
either a large or small grain farm. 
Twenty 


bushels of wheat, forty of pats, or a hun- 
dred of corn might not pay even the interest 
on such land. Tho truo principle is for 
every man to measure his laud by other in- 
cidental circumstances which may affect his 
success and the weal of the community. It 
may be his duty to cultivate a thousand 
acres, and if ho does it well, ho certainly 
deserves more credit than the farmer who 
staggers under tho burned of fifty acres. 
•'My Farm of Four Acres." and "Ten 
Acres 


Enough," aro captivating titles, but 
thoy 


arenot mottoes for all. 
If one have capital 


and enterprise sufficient to run a largo farm 
let him run it — he is gratified,and tho world 
is benefited. 
Farmers are not all run in one 


mold, any more than merchants, and we 
want no limits placed upon enterprise in 
any direction. 


SALTIXG SHEEP.—For a short time after 


sheep huvo been turned to pasture, precau- 
tion must be observed not to salt too freely, 
as, in conjunction with the stimulating na- 
ture of grass, scours or purges will occur, 
and its effects upon ewes shortly before par- 
turition, if followed too much, will produce 
abortion. 
If common fine salt is used, two 


or tlirco quarts to the hundred is sufficient, 
given once a week in a prudent quantity; or 
it may be increased to four or five quarts for 
every fourth or fifth day during the remain- 
dor of the pasture season. 
If coarse salt is 


used, a quarter to one third less will bo 
proper, it being of a much stronger quality.

THE NE WPORT CUSTOM HOUSE. 
Mr. Grassland's bill for tho abolition of all 


customhouses that are not self supporting 
is founded on a wrong principle aud its re- 
sults will disappoint its projector. Every 
custom house is n part of a system and it is 
Impossible, without damaging tho system, to 
lop off such members as can not show fa- 
vorable balance sheets. Mr. Grassland might 
as well discharge his stomach because it 
costs more and does less than his houds as 
to propose the abolition of custom houses 
that dou't pay their own expenses. 


The bill in question dispenses with forty- 


six custom houses on tho Atlantic coast. Of 
these, uiue are in SIniue. eight iu Virginia, 
live each iu Massachusetts and Florida, two 
in this state, aud so on. Now, some of these, 
perhaps ought to be abolished, but all of 
them can not be without inflicting a very 
serious inconvenience on the commercial in- 
terests of the country. As to the principle 
on which custom houses nro founded wo have 
no defence to meke. But the government 
has adopted that principle imd common 
justice requires that it apply it so as to ac- 
commodate the public so far as possible. 
The people of Newport pay enhanced prices 
for all tho coal and iron they use for the 
benefit of certain parties in ronusylvanin, 
and it is no more than right that the people 
of that state should help us support a custom 
house for our convenience. 


The postal system is maintained iu thirty 


states, besides the territories, where it does 
not pay its expanses. Tho people of Ehode

The President has recently expressed him- 


»eh* decidedly in favor of the present Indian 
policy. The accounts show clearly that there 
is hardly as much corruption in the mauage- 
ineut of tho Indians now iu a year as there 
WU nuder the old system in a week. Consid- 
erable real progress has beenmado in settling 
the Indians on reservations. The Sioux ore 
not nearly as united for war as they used to 
be. Many of them are firm in their friend- 
ship for tho whites. The President believed 
that good faith would have its effnc.t on the 
Indians. Ho deprecated their transfer to 
tho care of the War Department and object- 
ed to the payment of annuities to them in 
money. 


Congress has before it n bill prohibiting 


tho carnage in tho mails of samplos.cuttiugp, 
clothing, bound books and similar packages. 
It object is to diminish the cost of the postal 
service. The bill ought not to pass. 
Carry- 


ing packages comes quite as legitimately 
within the sphere of the government as 
carrying letters. The express business of 
the post office is an immense public conven- 
ience nud tho public is perfectly willing to 
pay for it. 
If the post office cannot 


afford to carry packages at the present rates 
it would be much more reasonable and popu- 
lar to raise the rates than to abolish the sys- 


tem. 
It is also reported that a majority of 


the Senate committee on appropriations are 
in favor of abolishing tho postal car system 
«n<3 the freo delivery of letters. As to the 
latter proposition there is some reason to 
support it. Tho people of Newport pay 
taxes to the general government to make up 
the deficiency iu the accounts of the Post 
Office Department, caused by tho free de- 
livery of letters in Providence and Boston. 
But the postal car system is one of tho great- 
eit of modern improvements. On the long 
routes it saves from one to three days time 


this that the government haviug assumed 
the carriage of the mails must so carry them 
as to accommodate the whole public. To 
forbid private parties carrying 'the mails 
aud then to abolish nil unprofitable offices 
aud compel large members of people to go 
ten or one huudred miles to reach a post- 
office would be gross injustice. To Mr. 
Crosslaud we reply in his own language. 
The government having decreed that we 
must import goods only under supervision, 
it is bound to place custom houses where 
we can get at them conveniently, and if 
with all these unprofitable custom houses 
its collection expenses amount to only four 
aud one half per ceut, it has no good ground 
for complaint. 


If our custom house is abolished our 


merchants will Imvp to send all cargoes to 
Providence to be entered and cleared. This 
will involve a delay of three or four days at 
least, probably iiion;, all the expenses caused 
by such n loss of time and tho costs of tow- 
lug up and down the bay. All these incon- 
veniences and expenses would fall on the 
customers of those merchants. As Newport 
is right on tho way to Providence it would 
be much more just aud reasonable to abolish 
the custom house at the latter place. Ships 
to aud from Providence could be entered aud 
cleared at, this port without much iucou- 
vonieuce to anybody, but to abolish tho 
Newport custom house, until nil custom 
houses are abolished, which will bo the case 
in the miUenium, would lie an act at once 
unreasonable and oppressive.

Government has its orna- 
ments among its statesmen, its soldiery, its 
scientists, its literati, its mechanics, and 
in the sniritunl rnrjm. ifs rlergy nnd teach- 
ers. Today innrks tho advent of one of our 
country's grentest and best men: great, 
becnuso bo recognized some truths of tho 
Grofit Author of all guod. 
vVo propose to 


consider tho law of liberty ns laid down iu 
tho Bible in the light of the Christian mis- 
sion which has been assigned to tho Ameri- 
can people.

country. His neglected grave i) n proof of 
the Bible aswrtion thai the name of the 
wicked shall rot. This law pots a bridl« on 
the tongue; it gives a bright idea of life; it 
prepares a man for a purer aud nobler life 
above. 


III. How does this law bring liberty ? 


All who have not liberty are Hlavca. There 
'aro slaves to lust, to tobacco, to liquor, to 
ignorance and to error. This law frees the 
mind from the bondage of sin : without this 
law impressed ou tho heart it is impossible 
to enjoy tbo liberty of God's forgiving 
grace. Tbe perfect law of liberty is aident 
ill making tho most of men and throws 
open all tho avenues through which their 
talents may bo used. One of tho first things 
we reap from the establishment of this prin- 
ciple is tho aim of government and people 
to sec-tiro tho protection of our homes. 
A 


citizen soldier, such as I soo before me to- 
night, loves homo. A worthy militiaman 
stands ready to protect tho good and to 
punish evil. 


To prosper in holy things, and iu the bles- 


sings of a free country based upon tho prin- 
ciples of eternal truth, we must look into the 
divine law and obey tbo promptings it im- 
parts to us. We must be iu intense earne»t 
and not give a superficial and casual glanco 
at its teachings, but seek out its hidden rich- 
ness. You must hear with tho expectation 
of remembering and putting iu practice what 
you hear. 


The Christian soldier Washington prayed 


nnd if we would be strong we must bo mou 
of prayer for ourselves, for our community 
and for our country, that Providence mav 
give discretion to tho nation and its chief 
executive, that iu all the administration of 
authority, wo may have honesty,and justice, 
and truthfulness, and mercy. 


May tbo veterans who wear the emblems 


in golden colors, of faithful service in the
